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USING THE KARAOKE FEATURES 


There are generally two different formats of karaoke discs on the UK market. 
CD and Graphics (CD+G) discs and more recently DVD karaoke discs. Both 
types of karaoke discs will display lyrics on your television screen and both 
are compatible with this system. 


USING CD+G KARAOKE Discs | 4 CD+Graphicp 


CD+G karaoke discs work in a similar way to standard audio CDs in the way 
that they are operated using the DVD 600K. When buying CD+G discs, look 
for the CD+G logo shown above. 


Follow the instructions below for details on how to use CD+G karaoke 
discs. 


1. Insert the CD+G disc into the disc drawer with the label side facing 
upwards using the eject button on the remote control or on the front panel to 
open the drawer. Close the drawer to begin playback. 


2. The DVD 600K will begin playback from the first track on the disc. You will 
now see the song title follows by the song lyrics. 


3. Skip between tracks on the CD+G disc using the NEXT and PREV buttons 
on the remote control or the front panel. 


4. The fast search up/down feature is disabled during CD+G playback as 
this function is not available when playing this format of disc. 


DVD 


KARAOKE 


DVD karaoke discs work in a similar way to CD+G discs in that they display 
the lyrics on your television. However, the advantages of DVD include 
improved audio and video quality in addition to interactive menus. When 
buying DVD karaoke discs, look for the DVD Karaoke logo shown above. 


USING DVD KARAOKE DISCS: 


Follow the instructions below for details of how to use DVD karaoke discs. 
1. Insert the DVD karaoke disc into the disc drawer as described in the 
section above. 


2. After the DVD disc has registered in the player you will probably be 
greeted with a menu screen. 


3. From this menu screen you should choose which track you wish to play 
or any other options which may be available. 


4. You can navigate these menus using the navigation keys on the remote 
control. 


5. Make a selection from the menus using the ENTER key on the remote 
control. 


6. In most cases you can choose whether you wish to play vocal or 
instrumental versions of a track from this menu. 


7. You can return to the start-up menu screen at any time using the MENU 
key on the remote control. 


ADDITIONAL KARAOKE FEATURES 


ECHO. You can add echo to the microphone signals using the ECHO control 
knob on the front panel of the DVD 600 K. 


KEY ADJUST. If you feel that the karaoke track is too high or low for your 
singing capabilities you can adjust the key of the karaoke track using the 
KEY +/- controls on the remote control. 


NOTE: Increasing the pitch of a track will also increase its tempo (speed) 
and visa versa. 
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USING THE MICROPHONE 


Before you switch on the system connect one or both of the supplied 
microphones. 











The microphone cable is an XLR-to-6.35mm jack cable. Connect the 3-pin 
XLR plug into the bottom of the microphone ensuring that the 3 pins are 
aligned with the 3 sockets accordingly, you will here the plug click into place. 
Then connect the 6.35mm jack plug on the other end of the cable into one of 
the microphone inputs on the front of the DVD 600K (See diagram opposite). 
Adjust the microphone volume knob to the minimum level before switching 
on your equipment. 




















Once you have selected the desired track on your CD+G or DVD disc, 
whether it be a vocal or instrumental version you can begin to sing into the HOLD MICROPHONE 
microphone by following the below instructions: PPE ROXIMATEDY 12-20/0M 


AWAY FROM ee: 







1. Adjust the microphone volume control on the front panel to a reasonable 
level. 





2. Switch the microphone on by moving the ON/OFF switch located on the 
body of the microphone up to the ON position. 


3. Hold the microphone approximately 15-20 cm away from your mouth.

You may experience feedback when using the microphones. This is a loud 
howling noise that emits from your speakers or television set.

CONNECTING TO YOUR TELEVISION 

The easiest way of connecting the DVD 600K to your television is using 
a scart cable (not supplied). Connect a scart cable from the scart output 
socket on the rear of the DVD 600K to an available scart socket on the back 
of your television set. 


Turn your television on and then turn the DVD 600K on using the power 
button on the front panel. Your television may automatically detect the pres- 
ence of the DVD player. You will then be greeted with the DVD 600K startup 
screen. 


If this doesn’t happen then simply select the ‘AV’ or ‘EXT’ channel on your 
television using your television remote control.

CONNECTING TO A PLASMA SCREEN/PROJECTOR/LCD MONITOR 
Your external monitor may not have a scart input. In this case you will have 
to connect using either the composite video output or the Y/Pr(Cr)/Pb(Cb) /

You will need to make changes to the DVD 600K video settings depending 
on the type of equipment you have connected to. (See page 15) 


You will need to connect to an external amplifier in addition to your external 


monitor to output the sound from your source disc. See the next page for 
how this can be achieved.

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DVD 600K OUTPUT PANEL 
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CONNECTING TO AN EXTERNAL AMPLIFIER 


The DVD600K can output analogue audio in either 5.1 ch (Dolby Digital), 
stereo, or virtual surround. The DVD 600K can also output digital audio in 
Dolby Digital and DTS formats. When simply connected to your television 
using a scart cable you will experience stereo sound. There are a number of 
options for connecting to external amplifier systems detailed below. 


CONNECTING TO A STEREO AMPLIFIER 

You can further emphasise your stereo sound by connecting the DVD 600K 
to a standard stereo amplifier, which includes most domestic hi-fi systems 
that contain stereo input connectors. See diagram below for how this can 


be achieved: 
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STEREO AMPLIFIER / DOMESTIC HI-FI 
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CONNECT TO FRONT LEFT AND FRONT RIGHT 
(MIX L & MIX R) CONNECTORS 
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CONNECTING TO A 5.1 AMPLIFIER 
Most DVD movie discs contain a 5.1 soundtrack giving you a cinema experi- 
ence in the comfort of your own living room. You can connect the DVD 600K 


to a home cinema kit in two ways: 

NOTE: CD+G karaoke discs contain stereo soundtracks only. 

OPTION 1. Connecting to a 5.1 amplifier without a built in 5.1 decoder. 
You will need to turn off the downmix feature when connecting to this type 


of amplifier. See page 15. The microphone signal will be output through the 
front speakers only. See the diagram above-right for how to acheive this. 


5.1 SURROUND SOUND SYSTEM 
WITH OUT A BUILT IN DECODER 
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OPTION 2. Connecting to a 5.1 amplifier with a built-in decoder. 


This option is not suitable for karaoke use because these amplifiers cannot 
decode a microphone signal. 


You will need to set the SPDIF setting accordingly when connecting to this 
type of amplfier (See page 15). 


5.1 SURROUND SOUND SYSTEM 
WITH BUILT IN DECODER 
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BASIC FUNCTIONS 


BEGIN PLAYBACK 

When playing a DVD, if the DVD disc contains a number of titles such as 
bonus materials, use the navigation buttons on the remote control to choose 
your preferred title. Now press the PLAY/PAUSE button on the front panel 
or remote control to begin playback 


The DVD 600 K will automatically begin playback of CD+G and audio CDs 
once the disc door is closed. If you have the LAST MEMORY feature set to 
‘ON’ (See page 14), the system will begin playback from the point at which 
you last played the disc. 


If during DVD playback you wish to watch another title then press the TITLE 
button on the remote control to return to the title menu. 


STOPPING PLAYBACK 

You can stop playback using the STOP button on the front panel or the 
remote control. Your television will then show the ‘DVD Video’ logo. You can 
then press the PLAY button once again to continue playback. 


To stop playback and return to the disc menu screen, press the MENU 
button. Note: This feature is only available when playing discs that contain 
a root menu screen. 


PAUSE AND FRAME STEP 
During playback you can freeze playback using the PLAY/PAUSE button on 
the DVD 600K front panel or remote control. 


Press the PLAY/PAUSE button once again to continue playback. 
Use the STEP button on the remote control to move frame by frame through 


a video/audio sequence. Press the PLAY/PAUSE button to continue at 
normal playback speed. 


FORWARD/BACKWARD SEARCH 
You can fast search forward and backward at a number of speeds using the 
FWD and REW buttons on both the remote control and the DVD 600 K front 
panel. The speed of search increases (x 2, x 4, x8, x16 and x32) each time 
you press the FWD or REW buttons. 


To continue playback at normal speed, press the PLAY button. 


NOTE: 

1. This function is not available when playing CD+G karaoke discs. 

2. When using the forward or backward search function on DVD discs, the 
audio output is muted. 


FORWARD/BACKWARD SKIP 
You can skip between scenes selections in a movie by skipping through 
the chapters on a DVD disc. This function also enables you to skip between 
tracks on a CD+G or audio CD. 


To skip to the next chapter on a disc, press the NEXT button on the DVD 
player front panel or remote control during playback. 


To skip back a chapter, press the PREV button on the front panel or remote 
control during playback. Pressing this button midway into a chapter/track will 
return to the start of that chapter/track. To search back further through the 
chapters/tracks, continue pressing the PREV button. 
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DVD 6OOK SETUP 


The DVD 600 K has very comprehensive setup menus with which you can 
adapt the system to your personal preferences. 


To access the setup menus press the SETUP button on the remote control. 
Pressing this button again will exit the setup menus. 


Use the navigation keys on the remote control to navigate the setup menus 
and make a selection using the ENTER key on the remote control when your 
desired selection is highlighted. 


Once a setup option has been selected, the system will memorise your 
selection, even if the system is switched off. 


NOTE: Some setup menu options may be ‘greyed out’. This means that they 
cannot be selected at that moment in time. This may be due to the type of 
disc which is currently in the system and you have to take the disc out of the 
disc drawer to access all options. 


GENERAL SETUP MENU 
TV DISPLAY: 


I. NORMAL/PS. When the unit is connected to a normal 4:3 aspect television, 
a wide-screen movie will be displayed as full screen. However, some of the 
wide-screen image will be cut-off. 


Il. NORMAL/LB. When the unit is connected to a normal 4:3 aspect 
television, a wide-screen image is shown in full but black bars will appear at 
the top and bottom of the screen. 


Ill. WIDE-SCREEN. Use this option when you have connected the system 
to a wide-screen television. 


ANGLE MARK 
Some DVD’s may contain scenes which have been shot from different 
angles simultaneously. 


If this feature is set to ON, an angle mark will be displayed on your television 
screen showing that a number of viewing angles are available. 


To view a chapter from a different angle, press the ANGLE button on the 
remote control during playback. You can then toggle between other viewing 
angles by continuing to press the ANGLE button. 


OSD LANG 
Use this menu to select your preferred on-screen-display language 


CAPTIONS 

Some DVD discs may contain some captions(subtitles). When such a disc is 
loaded into the player you can turn on the display of these captions using this 
menu. Then press the SUBTITLE button on the remote control to activate 
the captions. 


SCREEN SAVER 

If the SCREEN SAVER is set to ON and the unit is switched on without a 
disc playing for several minutes, a moving picture (screen saver) appears. 
After 20 minutes the unit will automatically go into standby mode. 


LAST MEMORY 

When this function is set to ON, the unit stores the last position in the disc 
you were playing. The next time the disc is played, the system will resume 
playback from the stored location. 
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SPEAKER SETUP MENU 


This setup page enables you to set whether you are connecting to an 
external amplifier or simply to your television. 


DOWNMIX 

LT/RT - Use this option when you have connected to a television only. This 
will output a 5.1 surround soundtrack out of left or right speakers only. 
STEREO - Use this option when you have connected to a television only. 
This will convert the 5.1 surround soundtrack into standard stereo. This 
option should also be used when connected to a stereo amplifier. 


SURR - When connected to an external 5.1 amplifier this option will convert 
a normal stereo soundtrack into a simulated surround sound effect. 


OFF - If you have connected to an external 5.1 amplifier and you are playing 
a DVD disc containing a 5.1 channel soundtrack, this option should be 
selected. 


FRONT SPEAKER - Select whether your front speakers are large or small. 


CENTRE SPEAKER - Select whether your centre speaker is large or small 
(Downmix OFF only). 


REAR SPEAKER - Select whether your rear speakers are large or small 
(Downmix OFF only). 


SUBWOOFER - Select whether you wish to activate the subwoofer output. 


POST DRC - Set the dynamic range control to either ON, OFF or AUTO. 


SPDIF SETUP MENU 


This setup page should be used when you have connected to an external 
amplifier using either the optical or coaxial digital audio outputs. 


SPDIF OUTPUT 
SPDIF Off - This should be selected when you have connected the system 
to an external amplifier using the 6 x 5.1 phono outputs only. 


SPDIF/RAW - This will output the digital signal in the original format recorded 
on the disc.

DIMENSION - This effect allows you to create a feeling of space. The control 
is on a sliding scale with the ‘0’ value being the default value.

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GLOSSARY OF DVD VIDEO AND AUDIO TERMS 


AC-3. Earlier name for Dolby Digital (digital coding of a number of audio tracks into a 
digital data bit stream). 

Angle. Recorded onto some DVD discs are scenes which have been simultaneously 
shot from a number of different angles (the same scene is shot from the front, from the 
left side, from the right side, etc.). With such discs, the ANGLE button can be used to 
view the scene from different angles. 

Aspect ratios. The ratio of the width of a TV screen to its height. The standard television 
screen is 4 units wide by 3 units high or a ratio of 4:3. A widescreen television has an 
aspect ratio of 16:9. One problem is that cinema screens and TV screens use different 
aspect ratios, which results in either “letter box” black stripes top and bottom of a TV 
picture, or black bars on either side of the TV picture. (See Set Up options, and also 
your TV set up instructions). The “Anamorphic Widescreen” technique allows for better 
picture quality without altering a film’s aspect ratio. When film is put onto DVD, the 
image is stretched vertically to give better vertical resolution. DVD players are designed 
to compensate for this, which can cause distortion depending on the type of TV and 
how it is set up (refer to the TV instruction manual). 

Chapter Number. A DVD disc title is subdivided into many chapters, each of which 
is numbered, and specific parts of video presentations can be searched quickly using 
these numbers. 

Dolby Digital. Digital surround audio system for up to 6 discrete sound channels (5 
full-range channels plus one Low frequency effects channel). The DVD 600K includes a 
5.1 Dolby Digital decoder giving 6 channels of analogue audio. All DVD players output 
Dolby digital in bit stream format via optical/coaxial digital outputs. Sound quality using 
a DVD decoder is considered better than using digital surround amplifier system with 
a decoder. 

DTS (Digital Theatre Systems). Digital audio coding system similar to Dolby Digital 
using different data reduction methods. 

DVD. A storage medium with capacities ranging from a single-sided, single-layer disc 
at 4.7 GB, to a double-sided, double-layer disc at 17 GB. There are five types of high 
capacity DVD discs. DVD-Video and DVD-ROM are used for the entertainment industry 
to enable interactive playback of full-length movies and graphic-intensive computer 
games. computer games. DVD-R and DVD-RAM are mainly for use on a computer, 
being in “write once only” and “rewritable” formats respectively. DVD-Audio is for the 
music industry enabling vast amounts of high-quality audio on one DVD-Audio disc. 
The DVD 600K player does not support DVD Audio discs. 

Firmware. DVD controller software, stored on a programmable chip within the DVD 
player. Upgradeable through a firmware Update Patch - contact the Acoustic Solutions 
Help line for further information (website www.acousticsolutions.co.uk). 


MacroVision. Copy protection system degrades DVD signals when trying to record 
onto a VCR. Ideally try not to have a VCR connected into an AV system with a DVD 
player. 

MPEG (Moving Picture Experts Group). The name of the group of standards 
used for compressing audio and video data. MPEG Video files have the mpg or dat 
extension and MPEG Audio files have the file extension mp1, mp2, mp3. MPEG-1 has 
two channels of audio, MPEG-2 currently up to 7.1 channels, and is a standard for 
compressed video that is used in DVDs. 

MP3 (MPEG Audio Layer 3). Refers to an audio coder/decoder where an original 
audio source is compressed with very little loss in sound quality. It is the most popular 
compression method because of its high compression, which makes it much more 
practical for down loading from the Internet and storing audio data. 

NTSC. The TV standard used in America and the Far East, using 525 horizontal lines 
refreshed at 60 Hz. 

PAL. The European TV standard using 625 horizontal lines refreshed at 50 Hz. 
NOTE: The DVD 600K is able to play either NTSC or PAL discs, and can output to a TV 
of either standard, or a multi-standard TV capable of displaying both standards.(See 
set up options) 

Pan and Scan. Where the visible part of a wide screen film shown on the TV screen is 
moved to show where the action is happening. 

PCM - Pulse Code Modulation. An uncompressed encoding method for digital audio, 
which is the audio format for recording music CDs. 

Pro Logic. Dolby Surround Pro Logic decodes the Dolby Surround sound track from 
the encoded two channels on the DVD disc into four channels - front left and right, 
centre, and a surround channel. The main sound tracks are the front left and right 
channels, with dialogue and other central (from the screen) sounds coming from the 
centre channel speaker (usually mounted on top of the TV). 

Subtitles. These are displayed at the bottom of the screen and are a translation or 
transcription of dialogue. Available on most DVD discs. 

Time. This is a display of the play time which has elapsed from the start of a disc or 
a title. It can be used to find a specific scene quickly. (Some discs do not have this 
feature.) 

Title Number. These are recorded on DVD discs when a disc contains two or more 
movies. Separate movie’s features are numbered as title 1, title 2, etc. 

Track Number. These are assigned to tracks which are recorded on most audio CDs. 
They enable specific tracks to be located quickly. 

THX. A quality control system for ensuring optimum sound quality. Reproduction is 
maintained throughout the many processes involved in making a soundtrack.
